REPORT OF THE BRITISH ASSOCIATION. 
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Report of the Council. 


The Sixty-first Annual Report which the President 
and Council now present to members marks the opening of 
a new period in the history of the Institute and Museum, for 
it is the first to be issued from the new War Memorial 
Museum building recently completed. 

The entry into the new home is recorded elsewhere 
in the Report, but the Council desires at the outset to 
express its grateful appreciation of the notable work of 
the Auckland Citizens’ War Memorial Committee in 
initiating and successfully bringing to completion the 
erection of this magnificent building, dedicated to the 
memory of the sacrifices of Auckland’s young manhood. 
Other important matters recorded in this Report are 
the holding of the Fourth New Zealand Institute Science 
Congress in January last, the passing of the Auckland War 
Memorial Museum Maintenance Act, the gift of £5 50 to 
the endowment fund by Mr. John Marshall, and the 
completion of the installation of show cases in the new 
building. 

Members.—There has again been a satisfactory 
increase in membership. At the end of last year the roll 
stood at 573, including 97 Life Members. We have lost 
10 Members by death, and 30 by resignation or through 
non-payment of subscriptions, while 7 7 new Members 
have been elected. Forty-seven Members have paid Life 
Members’ subscriptions, and our membership now is 610, 
including 142 Life Members. 

Obituary.—By the death during the past year of Mr. 
Flenry Shaw the Institute lost an active member of many 
years’ standing, and a generous supporter of both the 
Library and the Museum; specially noteworthy were his gifts 
of valuable books in 1913, and of collections of Oriental 
ivories, bronzes, and porcelain in 1916 and 1924. 

The death of Mr. A. C. Caughey removed another 
honoured and public-spirited citizen who frequently gave 
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generous support to the Museum and other public 
institutions. He was the donor of an important Melanesian 
ethnographical collection in 1924. 


The Council also records with regret the death of Mr. 
Arthur Eady, whose interesting collection of Maori 
ethnographica has been displayed for several years in the 
Museum; and of Messrs. J. L. Bloomfield, J. Buttle, R. S. 
Florance, H. Friedlander, J. Milne, H. L. C. Mowbray, and 
N. T. Williams. 


Council. —Six meetings of the Council have been held 
during the year. In future, written nominations of candidates 
for office or membership of the Council must reach the 
Secretary seven days before the Annual General Meeting. 
This amendment to the Rules was made at a Special General 
Meeting held on 21st May, 1928, when further amendments 
were made towards limiting the action of Sections in matters 
affecting the Institute as a whole, and regulating the 
nomination and election of Honorary Life Members of the 
Institute. 

Finance.— Our customary sources of revenue have 
yielded the anticipated income, i.e., £426 I Os. from annual 
subscriptions, and £1,704 14s. from invested funds. In 
addition, we have received £483 for Life Members’ 
subscriptions, and the Auckland City Council contributed 
£3,000. 

During the first half of the year it was necessary to 
arrange further loans (£5,400) to meet payments on the 
show cases, which were repaid in August when the balance 
of the purchase money for the Princes Street property 
(£31,000) was paid. 

Important items on the expenditure side are:— 
£1,595 12s. 8d. debit balance at the beginning of the 
year, £12,253 10s. payments for show cases and fittings, 
£13,100 repayment of loans, with interest £234 3s. 6d., 
and £1,005 5s 5d. expenses of removal to the new building 
and the reconditioning of specimens. The credit balance 
brought forward is £9,770 19s. 2d., of which £9,034 
I 6s. 5d. is the balance in the show case and furniture account 
and £736 2s. 9d. in the ordinary working account. 

The Council has much pleasure in drawing attention 
to the generous donation of £550 made in October last by 
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Mr. John Marshall, of Remuera, and desires to express to 
him its sincere thanks for this valuable help. Mr. Marshall s 
gift has been added to the investment funds, which have 
been augmented further by £220 9s. 2d. from the sale of 
endowments, and £482 I 5s. added to the Life Members’ 
Subscription Account. 

The Society's invested funds have now reached the 
total of £27,708 18s. 3d. 

Removal to the Memorial Building. —When the old 
Museum building in Princes Street was sold in 1925, it was 
agreed that possession should be given not later than August 
of last year, by which time, however, the new building was 
still far from completed. 

Through the courtesy and co-operation of the 
contractors, Messrs. Hansford and Mills, to whom our 
cordial thanks are due, space in the new building was made 
available, and the dismantling of the cases and exhibits was 
commenced on June 1st, and their safe removal completed 
by August 8th. 

Similarly, Messrs. Hansford and Mills kindly made the 
exhibition halls ready for the erection of the show-cases, 
the first consignment of which arrived on the 24th April, 
1928. The show-case contractors, Messrs. A. Edmonds 
and Co., sent out two foremen fitters who, with the assistance 
of local artisans, completed the erection and fitting of the 
cases in good time. 

The Council desires once again to express to the Hon. 
Sir James Parr its very cordial appreciation of his invaluable 
help in arranging for shipping, freight, insurance, and all 
financial matters in London in connection with the show-case 
contract and other important matters. 

Public Bodies’ Support. —Coincidently, almost, with 
the transfer of the Museum to the new building, provision 
for its future maintenance has been assured through the 
passing last year of the Auckland War Memorial Museum 
Maintenance Act. 


When the Auckland City Council intimated its 
unwillingness to assume, unaided, the responsibility for the 
future maintenance of the Museum, conferences" of the 
surrounding Local Bodies were arranged to consider the 
matter. The principle of co-operative support having been 
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affirmed, a Bill to give effect to it was prepared, and, after 
several weeks of discussion with the Local Bodies, was 
passed. The Council desires to place on record the sterling 
service of the President in working so energetically for the 
passage of the Bill and in winning the Local Bodies’ 
support. 


The Act as it stands marks the voluntary co-operation 
of no less than twenty-five Local Bodies in the support and 
maintenance of one central Museum, which has thereby an 
added incentive to give active service to the public who 
will in future help to support it. And now that the public 
has, through its representative Local Bodies, taken this 
responsibility, it will not, we hope, be thought unbefitting 
to place on record the devoted service of the relatively 
small number of public-spirited citizens, members of the 
Auckland Institute, who have, during the past sixty years, 
built up and maintained the Auckland Museum for the 
benefit of their fellow citizens, and who will, we know, 
continue their whole-hearted support and co-operation in 
the much-widened activities which the Society is about to 
undertake. 


Science Congress.—During the year the Institute had 
the pleasure of welcoming over one hundred visiting 
delegates and friends who attended the fourth New Zealand 
Science Congress, which was held in the Auckland University 
College from the 24th to the 29th January. 


At the opening meeting the President and Mr. A. J. 
Entrican (Deputy-Mayor) welcomed the visitors to 
Auckland, and the President of the New Zealand Institute 
(Mr. B. C. Aston) delivered the Inaugural Address. Other 
public addresses were delivered during the Congress by 
Dr. W. B. Benham and Dr. Edward Kidson. 


Three full days were available for the reading of papers 
and discussion at sectional and joint sectional meetings, 
while excursions were arranged on the harbour and to the 
'Waitakere Hills on one afternoon, and to Rangitoto on 
another. Social entertainment was kindly arranged by the 
President and Mrs. Vaile, by the Auckland Racing Club, 
the Takapuna Jockey Club, the Anniversary Regatta 
Committee, and by Mr. Harry Goldie, Mr. and Mrs. 
Bridson, and Mr. W. Cecil Leys, to all of whom, as well as 
to the Auckland University College Council, and to the 
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many friends who supplied cars for the excursions, we offer 
our very cordial thanks. 

The Council also desires to thank the Auckland City 
Council for its valuable help in issuing a special number of 
the "Muncipal Record,” liberally illustrated and describing 
the natural history and scenic attractions of the city and 
surrounding area. The contributors to this number were 
Professor Bartrum, Messrs. Falla, Lancaster, Geo. Graham, 
and Dr. Andrews. 

Meetings.—Last year’s syllabus provided the usual 
course of six public lectures and three ordinary meetings, 
the lectures being delivered, through the courtesy of the 
Auckland University College Council, in the College Hall. 

The two medical lectures of the course were arranged 
through the co-operation of the Auckland Branch of the 
British Medical Association, a beneficial arrangement which 
has been renewed for the coming year. The Medical 
Association has been to much trouble in securing suitable 
educational films, and your Council desires to express its 
appreciation of this valuable assistance. It also desires to

Anthropology and Maori Race Section.—Interest in 
this Section continues to grow, the membership now being 
46. The Balance Sheet discloses the largest credit balance 
since the inception of the Section in 1922. 

The Officers for the year were:—Chairman: Mr. A. T. 
Pycroft; Committee: Miss O. Lloyd, Professor J. C. Sperrin- 
Johnson, Messrs. G. Archey, R. A. Falla, and G. Graham; 
Hon. Secretary and Treasurer: Mr. V. F. Fisher; Hon. 
Auditor: Mr. Ivo B. Esam. 

The public lectures delivered under the auspices of 
the Section were well attended, while the ordinary meetings 
were marked by keen discussion, and created much interest 
amongst members. 

A field day was held at Mount Mangere on June 30th, 
under the leadership of Mr. G. Graham. 

Dr. R. W. Firth, a former Secretary of the Section, 
was tendered a welcome home after his absence abroad. 

Lectures were given by Archdeacon H. W. Williams, 
Dr. Firth, Messrs. L. W. Delph, R. A. Falla, V. F. Fisher, 
Dr. E. P. Ellison, and Geo. Graham. 

Agricultural Science Section.—This Section, which now 
has a membership of 49, has had a very successful session. 
Evening meetings were held in the rooms of the Agricultural 
and Pastoral Association, and the papers read evoked long 
and keen discussion. The contributors were:—Dr. David 
Miller, Professor Bartrum, Dr. F. C. Shepheard, and Messrs. 
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1’. H. Patterson, A. Mackenzie, R. G. McMorran, F. L. 
Armitage, R. A. Falla, and P. W. Smallfield. In addition, 
two luncheon addresses were arranged, the speakers being 
Professor Belshaw and Professor Sperrin-Johnson. 

The President of the Section is Mr. W. T. Collins, and 
Mr. J. E. Bell, of the Department of Agriculture, is the 
Honorary Secretary. 

Astronomical Section.-The Auckland Astronomical 

Association, which is a Section of the Institute, is now in 
its sixth year, and has a membership of 50. Six popular 
lectures have been given, and have been very well attended 
by members and by the public; and three meetings for 
the reading of technical papers were also well attended. 
Lectures or papers were given by:- 

Professor Burbidge, Mr. E. C. Jones, Mr. R. Bruce, 
Mr. R. A. McIntosh, Mr. N. H. Good, Mr. J. P. 
Artha, and Professor Segar. 

The Observatory is still in the grounds of the Old 
Grammar School; but, owing no doubt to its unsuitable site 
and to cloudy nights, the attendance of members and their 
friends has been small. The telescope is in excellent order. 

Mr. J. P. Artha has prepared each month a list of 
approaching astronomical events, and has read this at each 
of the monthly meetings. These summaries have been of 
considerable value and interest to members, and the 
Society is indebted to Mr. Artha for his services. 

Additions to the Collections.—The closing of the old 
Museum has not lessened public interest in the growth of 
the collections, as reference to the long list of gifts published 
in the Appendix will show. 

Special attention is drawn to some of them here, but, 
owing to limitations of space not to as many as we should 
have wished. 

The illustration on the opposite page is that of an 
unusually large and richly carved feather box, many years 
old, which has been brought back to New Zealand from 
England through the generosity of Mrs. Selwyn Upton and 
Mr. W. Cecil Leys, who have presented it as an addition 
to the late Dr. T. W. Leys’ memorial collection given by 
them in 1924. Its history is not definitely known, but if 
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seems almost certain that it is the waka huia presented to 
Sir George Grey by the chief Te Rangihaeata in 1850, and 
said at that time to be five generations old. 

Two collections of outstanding interest are those given 
by Mr. J. R. Adams Wilkes, of Rabaul, New Guinea. They 
comprise extensive series of ethnographical specimens from 
Nigeria and from New Guinea, brought together during the 
donor’s long residence in those countries. Mr. Wilkes has 
also given a collection of photographs illustrating native 
life in New Guinea. 

The ethnographical collections have also been further 
enriched through the gift by Mr. Harry Kinder of the large 
collection made many years ago by his father, the late Rev. 
Dr. Kinder, of Maori and Melanesian articles, including 
several very interesting and unusual wooden carvings; while 
our rather limited material from the Near East has been 
improved by a series of well-chosen weapons and ornaments 
from Egypt, Palestine, and India, presented by Mr. E. Earle 
Vaile, who has also given a very interesting and important 
collection of carvings in pumice, and of weapons and 
ornaments collected from Mount Mangonui Beach. 

The improvement of the Maori collections has long 
been the President’s special interest, and among his many 
gifts this year is one of the most important local 
archaeological finds made since the discovery of the 
Kaitaia carving in 1921. It comprises a canoe-prow and 
sternpost, recovered in swamp draining operations in 
Doubtless Bay. The sternpost is of typical Maori form, 
but the prow is so different from customary expressions 
of Maori art as to raise problems as to its origin and its 
bearing on the course of development of native art forms 
in New Zealand. Mr. Vaile has also given four particularly 
good greenstone pendants, a carver’s mallet in whalebone, 
two onewa mere, and an old tangiwai hei matau. 

The noted Waikato chieftainess, Te Puea Herangi, has 
given, among other interesting articles, an old carved 
wooden bailer which formerly belonged to our historic war 
canoe Te Toki a Tapiri; valuable Maori weapons and a 
particularly fine greenstone hei tiki have been, presented 
by the family of the late Mr. Robert Frater; while greenstone 
and bone ornaments, including one of the rare whale-tooth 
pendants known as rei-puta, have been given by the Hon. 
W. Stewart, M.L.C. 
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td to 

. ait A most welcome addition to the natural history 

collection has been made by Mrs. Lushington, of Remuera, 
who has presented a large collection of shells, including 
many tropical reef species, which will materially increase 
the attractiveness of the display of mollusca in the new 
Museum. 

We have again to acknowledge the kind interest of 
Mr. Moss Davis, who has sent from England complete sets 
of the gold and silver coinage of King Edward VII. and 
of the new issue of silver coinage of the present reign; while 
another friend in England, Mr. J. Edge-Partington, has sent 
us a fine example of the rare human carvings in wood from 
Easter Island.

Museum Activities. —Packing, removal and unpacking 
of specimens, dismantling, reconditioning and re-erection of 
the large carved houses, and the receiving of show-case 
consignments from England, as well as attending to many 
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details in connection with their erection, have made the past 
year a busy one for the Museum staff; nevertheless, the 
regular Museum activities have been well maintained. 

The whole of the many new specimens received, 
except those of certain classes of invertebrates, have been 
identified and catalogued. Mr. Griffin has practically 
completed the preparation of the specimens of fishes which 
are to be exhibited; Mr. A. W. B. Powell, who was 
appointed to the staff in February, has made much progress 
in cataloguing our extensive series of mollusca and in 
selecting and preparing the exhibition series; while the 
arrangement of the birds has been kindly undertaken by 
Mr. Falla, who is devoting practically all his spare time to 
this honorary task. 

The large groups of mammals and birds have been 
re-erected, and the greater part of the large house carvings 
are in position, and it is believed that preparations can be 
completed for opening the building to the public early in 
November. The question of a suitable ceremony is being 
considered by the Auckland Citizens’ War Memorial 
Committee. 

Conclusion. —The Auckland Institute and Museum has 
now definitely taken up the honour and duty of caring for 
the noble monument erected in memory of the Auckland 
soldiers and sailors who gave their lives in the war, and 
of making the greatest possible use of the increased 
opportunities which the new Museum building has made 
available for public education and cultural entertainment, 
and for the advancement of knowledge. 

The Council trusts that the co-operation of the Local 
Bodies in providing means for this service will be actively 
supported by many individual citizens, both by their interest 
and support as members of the Institute and by adding to 
the collections which the Museum will preserve and display 
for the benefit of the public.
